30. Use according to any one of claims 20 to 29 wherein the compound binds 
substantially exclusively to peripheral cannabinoid receptors. 

31. Use according to any one of claims 20 to 30 wherein the compound is a 
cannabinoid receptor agonist. 

32. Use according to any one of claims 20 to 31 wherein the compound does not 
substantially agonise central cannabinoid receptors. 

33. Use according to any one of claims 20 to 32 wherein the compound is 
substantially excluded from the CNS.

37. A method of treating a disorder associated with the modulation of peripheral 
cannabinoid receptors, said method comprising administering to a subject in need 
thereof, a therapeutically effective amount of a compound according to any one of 
claims 1 to 19. 

38. A method according to claim 37 wherein said disorder is associated with 
peripheral cannabinoid receptor deactivation. 

39. A method according to claim 37 or claim 38 wherein the compound does not 
substantially agonise central cannabinoid receptors. 

40. A method according to any one of claims 37 to 39 wherein the compound binds 
substantially exclusively to peripheral cannabinoid receptors. 

41. A method according to any one of claims 37 to 40 wherein the compound is 
substantially excluded from the CNS. 

42. A pharmaceutical composition comprising a compound according to any one of 
claims 1 to 19, or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof, admixed with a 
pharmaceutically acceptable diluent, excipient or carrier. 
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43. Use of a compound of formula la, or pharmaceutical ly acceptable salt thereof, 
as defined in claim 20 in an assay for identifying further compounds capable of 
modulating cannabinoid receptor activity.
